-39. (New) A method for treatment of breast cancer in a mammalian patient 
comprising administering to said patient a therapeutically effective amount of one or 
more compound(s) selected from the group consisting of carbetocin and other long-acting gg 
oxytocin analogues in a pharmaceutically acceptable carrier sufficient to inhibit growth § 
of breast cancer in said patient. S 



40. (New) The method of claim 39, wherein said one or more oxytocin 
analogue(s) comprises carbetocin. 
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
